S.R.O. No. 9-10/3 /40/C. — WHEREAS a draft of certain 
bye-laws for the prevention of the spread of infectious or 
contagious diseases within the Cantonment and for the segre- 
gation, removal or destruction of animals suffering from pny 
infectious or contagious diseases in the Cantonment of Shillong 
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was published with the Caatonment Board's notice No. 9-10/ 
3/10/C, dated thp 28th April, 1976, as required by sub- 
section (1) of Section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 
of 1924), inviting objections and suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of a period of sixty 
days fiom the date of publication of the said notice; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was put on the Canton- 
ment Notice Board on the 28th April, 1976; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were receiv- 
ed from the public by the Cantonment Board before the said 
date; 

AND WHERF.AS the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed the said draft of the b^-laws as 
required by sub-section (1) of Section 284 of the said Act; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by Clauses (30) and (31) of Section 282 and Section 283 of 
the said Act, and in supersession of the notiScation of the 
Government of Assam No. 6005 A.P., dated the 20th July, 
1932 (Serial 37), the said Cantonment Board hereby makes 
the following bye-laws namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement — ■ 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the Shillong 
Cantonment (Prevention of Infectious or Contagious 
Diseases) Bye-laws, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Restriction on retaining clothing — 

No person shall knowingly purchase or retain any 
clothing found on the dead body of a person who has 
dies of Smallpox, Pla^e, Cholera or any other infec- 
tious or contagious diseases. 

3. Mode of disinfecting or clothing and articles — 

No p^son shall deliver to any washerman or laundry 
or place set apart for washing by washerman for the 
purpose of being washed or cleaned, any cloth or 
other article which he knows or has reason to believe 
to have been exposed to infection from infectious 
disease unless that cloth or article has been disinfected 
by, or to the satisfaction of, the Health Officer. 

4. issuing of notice of furnishing the particulars during 
the continuance of the disease — ■ 

The Executive OflScer may. by notice in writing, re- 
quire the person in attendance upon any person whom 
he knows or has reasons to believe to be suffering 
from an infectious or contagious disease, or the owner, 
lessee or occupier of any building in which any such 
person is suffering, to furnish to the Health Officer the 
address of any washerman to whom or the laundry or 


other place to which clothes and other articles from 
the building have been or may be sent for being wash- 
ed or cleaned, during the continuance of the disease. 

5. Segregation, removal, exclusion or destruction of 
animal suffering from infectious or contagious 
disease — 

(IJ The Executive Officer may order the segregation 
in, or the removal or exclusion from, the Cantonment, 
at the cost of the owner or, if the owner is from 
poverty or any other cause unable effectually to carry 
out any such requisition, at the cost of the Canton- 
ment Fund, of any animal suffering, or reasonably 
suspected to be suffering, from an infectious or conta- 
gious diseases. 

(2) If any Veterinary Officer advises the destruction 
of any animal referred to in sub-bye-law (1), the 
Executive Officer may order the destruction of any 
such animal with the previous sanction in writing of 
the President, Cantonment Board, Shillong, AFfhe cost 
of the Cantonment Ftind 

6. No compensation payable for destruction of animal — 

No compensation shall be payable for destruction of 
any animal under bye-law 5. 

7. Penalty for breach of bye-laws — 

Any person committing a contravention of any of 
these bye-laws shall, on conviction be punishable with 
fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and in 
the case of a continuous contravention, with an addi- 
tional fine which may extend to twenty mpecs for 
every day during which such contravention continues 
after conviction for the first such contravention.
